straw broom or scrubbed iuth a stiff 
brush. Instead, sweep with a sott hair 
bwli and wipe off with lukewarm -water 
in which has been dissolved^ a tea- 
spoonful of Gold Dust washing powder 
and rinse with clear, warm water.
